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The petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 23 January 2002 in the above-captioned 
application is hereby GRANTED as follows: 

Applicant's statement that, "the entire delay in entering U.S. National Stage prosecution from 
December 27, 2001 to date was unintentional" is being interpreted to mean that the entire delay in 
filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition 
pursuant to this paragraph was unintentional. If this is an incorrect reading of applicant's 
statement applicant should contact the PCT Legal Office immediately. Applicant's statement and 
the prompt filing of the petition satisfies the requirement of 37 CFR 1.137(b)(3).
